In  the  competitive  drill  last  Wed- 
nesday, company  "A"  came  out 
first  among  the  competitors.  It 
was  a  close  call,  though,  as  all  the 
other  companies  were  within  two 
points  pf  "A."  The  drilling  was 
exceptionally  good,  and  the  drill 
showed  that  the  advantage  of  any 
one  company  over  another  was  very 
slight.  The  winners  may  justly 
feel  proud  over  their  victory. 

The  medal  given  on  the  occasion 
was  offered  by  Col.  Patrick.  This 
U  a  voluntary  and  free-will  act  of 
our  commandant  and  all  the  com 
panies,  especially  the  captains,  ap- 
preciate this  liberality  of  Col.  Pat- 
rick, for  it  is  one  of  the  many  ex 
pressions  of  his  interest  in  the  com 
panies  and  his  desire  for  merit  and 
honest  work  to  be  lewarded. 


All  the  Classes  took  much  inte- 
rest in  the  events,  each  striving  to 
gain  the  largest  number  of  points 
The  Senior  team  was  victorious, 
winning  over  the  Juniors  by  a 
small  margin  of  one  point ;  the  Se- 
niors making  35  points  to  the  Ju- 
niors 34,  while  the  Sophomores  and 
Freshmen,  with  few  entries,  made 
15  and  13,  respectively.

us.  So  that  Georgia,  Auburn's 
veteran  rival,  who  by  no  means  has 
a  superior  team  to  Auburn's  and 
who,  at  the  same  time  cannot  be 
decidedly  in  the  inferiority,  promi- 
ses to  furnish  a  game  full  of  grit 
and  unremitting  determination, 
which  must  necessarily  command 
the  attendance  of  every  student,  if 
not  by  virtue  of  the  pleasure  to  be 
afforded,  surely  from  a  college  spir- 
it to  support  the  team. 

Now  as  this  is  the  only  game  to 
be  played  on   the  campus  during 
the  year,  it  seems  to  me  that  every 
cadet,  under  whatever  circumstan- 
ces, should  come  out  to    see  the 
game.    Certainly  when  you  are  in- 
formed that  it  requires  a  total  at- 
tendance of  the  corps  of  cadets  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  game,  ev- 
eryone will  be  w'lling  to  produce 
one-half  dollar  to    see  the  game.

Messrs.  Brown,  Felton,  Harvey, 
Lancaster,  Lindrose  and  Werner 
are  engaged  in  making  a  thorough 
test  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Opelika 
Electric  Light  plant . 

They  have  made  several  all  night 
tests,  at  least  that  is  what  they 
have  reported,  but  we  are  rather 
inclined  to  believe  that  they  have 
been  making  other  tests  than  of  the 
plant. 

Messrs.  Foy,  Greene,  Killebrew, 
I  Sloan  and  Williams,  _L._C.,  are 
I  making  a  test  of  the  "Imperial" 
engine  located  in  the  Mechanical 
Laboratory. 

Arnold,  Castleman  and  Enslen 
are  testing  a  small  rotary  engine 
which  was  lately  donated  to  the 
college.  '  1 

A  test  of  the  new  one  hundred 
horse-power  Heine  boiler,  just  in- 
stalled this  year,  is  being  made  by 
Kahn,  Hertz  and  Nisbett. 

Haigler  and  Moore,  I.  L.,  are 
investigating  the  amount  of  power 
required  to  cut  different  kinds  of 
metal  on  a  lathe. 

The  induction  motor,  with  its 
properties  and  peculiarities,  is  being 
thoroughly  investigated  and  tested 
by  Eager  and  Noll. 

Tones,  Shaw,  Sternfeld,  Wil- 
liams, J.  R.,  and  Turpin  are  mak- 
ing a  test  of  various  size*  and  types 
of  alternating  current  transformers. 

From  all  this  varied  assortment 
of  subjects  and  such  an  arrray  of 
talent,  we  may  expect  to  have  soon 
some  productions  that  will  startle 
the  scientific  world. 

The  Electrical  Department,  un- 
der the  efficient  management  of  its 
able  and  popular  head,  Prof.  Dun- 
stan,  has  been  materially  benefitted 
by  the  additions  of  several  new  in- 
struments and  appliances.

The  Electrical  Course  is  fast  be- 
coming by  far  the  most  popular 
course  in  college,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  proportional  increase  in  its 
members  over  the  other  courses. 
Of  the  present  senior  class  nearly 
one-half  are  electrical,  men,  while 
in  the  junior  class  over  one-half 
have  chosen  that  course. 

This  rapid  increase  calls  for  more 
and  better  equipments  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  "the  powers  that  be" 
will  take  note  of  this  and  make  an 
appropriation  accordingly.
